N. Vietnamese move tanks 
into vicinity of Da Nang 


SAIGON 
(U P I)—The North 
Vietnamese have brought tanks into 
an area only 15 miles south of the big 
U.S. air base at Da Nang, the U.S. 
Command announced today. This 
move and the appearance of big 
Communist artillery pieces farther 
south posed new threats to Da Nang 
and the heavily populated coastal 
regions to the south. 
Communist forces this weekend 
captured the district capital of Que 
Son, 25 miles southwest of Da Nang, 
and the nearby support base, Camp 
R obs, 
despite 
heavy 
U.S. 
air 
attacks Today’s announcement that 
tanks and 130 mm guns had been 
brought into the area for the first 
time emphasized the new danger 
there 
Loss of Que Son and Ross leaves 
only one major firebase, Baldy, 
between the southern Communist 
column and Da Nang where about 
5,000 Americans are still stationed. 
U.S. 
fighter-bombers 
were 
attacking the tank formations and 
the big guns to ease the threat. 
The U.S. Commmand said two of 
the big Soviet-built guns were 
knocked out by U.S. Air Force 
Phantom 
fighters 
35 
miles 
southwest of Da Nang and that 


another 
was 
damaged. 
The 
command 
reported 
erroneously 
earlier that the artillery pieces were 
seen only 18 miles from Da Nang, 
bringing it within range 
Pilots from the aircraft carrier 
USS Oriskany destroyed one 130 mm 
gun 30 miles southwest of Da Nang 
and South Vietnamese fighter-born 
bers hit another in the same area, 
bringing 
to 
six 
the 
number 
destroyed there this weekend. These 
are the same type of guns which 
have stalled the government drive to 
recapture Quang Tri City. 
The South Vietnamese said ground 
fighting around Que Son died out 
today, but there were these other 
developments in the Indochina War: 
— An assassin tried unsuccessfully 
today to kill Cambodian Prime 
Minister Son Ngoc Thanh with a 
bomb placed inside an old car in 
Phnom Penh He escaped but four of 
his bodyguards were wounded. 
—The South Vietnamese reported 
two weekend incidents killed 86 
South Vietnamese civilians and 
wounded 72. In one, a bus struck a 
landmine on the road between 
Pleiku and Phu Nhon in the Central 
Highlands Sunday, killing 48 persons 
and injuring 42 


Six years ago the supervisors 
achieved a rate drop of from $2.16 to 
$2 12.

The tax cut is being achieved this 
year despite a $66 million general 
fund budget that is up $4.6 million 
over last year. 
Floyd said available financing is 
up $4 1 million this year and the 
property tax to be raised will total 
$23 6 million, an increase of $553,710 
this year.

Republicans open 


confab; ready to 


nominate Nixon 


MIAMI 
BEACH 
(U PI)—The 
Republican party met for the 30th 
time in presidential convention 
today, to renominate President 
Nixon and to give Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew a boost that could 
make him the presidential candidate 
four years from now. 
The party that sprang from 
Abraham Lincoln in the shadow of 
the Civil War gavelled its 1,348 well- 
groomed and governed delegates to 
order in the same flag-decked 
convention 
hall 
where 
the 
Democrats held their free-wheeling 
conclave last month. 
Three hours before Chairman 
Robert 
J. 
Dole 
gaveled 
the 
convention to order, convention 
leaders handed a final rebuff to 
liberal, antiwar dissident Paul N. 
McCloskey. 
The 
Credentials 
Committee 
refused to seat a delegate from New 
Mexico supporting the California 
congressman, ending probably the 
last chance that any dissent will be 
raised against Nixon from the floor 
of the three-day meeting. 
The renomination of both Nixon 
and Agnew was a formality to be 
made official on Tuesday and 
Wednesday nights. For Agnew it 
was also a potential first step on the 
road to his own presidential nomina­ 
tion—a trail devoid for now of 
potential challengers and free of any 
full scale effort to give the party a 
more liberal base. 
Agnew did nothing to dampen the 
hopes of many party conservatives 
that 
he 
might 
capture 
the 
presidential nomination in 1976 just 
as Nixon inherited it from Dwight 
D. Eisenhower in 1960 He said he 
was “ pleased” at the speculation. 
McCloskey, who had mounted an 
unsuccessful 
campaign 
against 
Nixon in early primaries, will still 
be entitled to one vote since he won 6 
per cent of the New Mexico primary 
vote But he will not be able to have 
his own representative nominate 
him—and thereby voice his antiwar 
views—or even to cast the vote for 
him.

Nixon, aides 
stay clear of 
rules dispute

Radio Hanoi reported Sunday that 
Kissinger’s trip to Saigon was a 
“ cunning trick” to give the illusion 
that major changes were developing 
at the peace talks. 
Between meetings with Kissinger, 
Nixon enacted a bill providing $1.6 
billion in disaster relief for victims 
of tropical storm Agnes, the most 
widespread natural disaster in U. S.

It may seem early to 
discuss issues which will not 
be 
voted 
upon 
until 
November, 
but. 
with 21 
statewide propositions on 
the ballot, there is a danger 
of the public being misled 
unless attention is given the 
measures soon enough to 
permit full understanding 
before the onslaught of last 
minute slick propaganda 
One initiative to which the 
public is likely to be the 
most 
susceptible 
to 
a 
smooth 
p r o m o t i o n a l 
campaign 
is 
that 
put 
forward by the California 
Highway Patrolmen. It is 
also likely to prove the most 
expensive bit of indulgence 
in state history 
The 
patrolmen 
are 
attempting 
to 
single 
themselves 
out 
as 
an 
exclusive class with pay 
entitlements superseding all 
other state employees. They 
would write themselves into 
the Constitution, 
making 
their pav bevond the power 
of 
the’ State 
Personnel 
Board, the Governor and, 
for all practical purposes, 
the Legislature to control. 
The obligation of the state 
to meet their payroll would 
exceed all other calls upon 
the 
treasury 
including 
education, welfare or even 
unanticipated emergencies 
by reason of disasters. 
Under current methods 
the patrolmen s pay, like all 
other state employees, is 
based 
upon 
• recommendations by 
the 
Personnel Board 
Surveys 
are made of salaries paid by 
public 
and 
p r i v a t e 
employers, with low and 
high 
a v e r a g e d 
and 
weighted 
The 
Board s 
recommendations 
are 
reviewed by the Governor 
and the Legislature and 
related to all budgetary 
needs. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
law 
enforcement people there 
are already some distinct 
differences from other state 
workers. 
There 
is 
no 
c o m p a r a b l e 
p r i v a t e 
e m p l o y m e n t . 
And 
comparing the pay with 
other 
public 
agencies 
ignores the possibility that 
others 
have 
established 
their 
pay 
without 
valid 
premises. 
With the police that is 
exactly 
what 
has 
been 
happening for years. This 
comparison between cities. 
As soon as one raises the 
others are clamoring for 
increases. 
They

succeed in getting just a bit 
more which starts the whole

What the patrolmen are 
now proposing is not an

Legislature to modify the 
salaries 
since 
it

There is no denying the 
patrolmen have a hazardous 
job But the dangers are no 
greater than those inherent

enforcement 
job 
Prison 
guards, 
fish 
and 
game 
wardens, and forest rangers 
are among them. They work 
for the state too 
And 
the 
patrolmen 
already enjoy compensation 
greater than other state law 
enforcement 
people, 
and 
many in local jurisdictions, 
through 
their 
generous 
retirement 
provisions. 
A 
patrolman can retire after 
20 years at age 50 with half 
pay. At age 55 with 25 years 
he draws ^ pay. And if he is 
disabled in line of duty the 
very day he starts work he 
is retired at half pay. 
Highway patrolmen are 
basically traffic officers. In 
fact 
their 
civil 
service 
classification 
is 
“ state 
traffic 
officer.” 
Their 
primary function is not that 
of a general police officer. 
They do not function as a

They are in sympathy with

Rhodesia controversy is not 
connected with the CAC move­ 
ment. 
“ This idea really was bom of 
the tumult in the last days in

Mrs. Connfllly, a native of 
Czechoslovakia who now lives in 
Culver City, Calif., caused much 
of the tumult when she attacked 
U.S. Olympic officials for a 
regulation restricting athletes 
interviews with the press.

Communists and Nazis. 
She has granted interviews 
and has not been punished, she 
said.

November 7.1972. lor the purpose of 
submitting to the qualified voters 
of said City a proposition for the 
issuance of sewer revenue bonds 
pursuant to the Revenue Bond Law 
of 1941 (Chapter 6, Part 1. Division 
2. Title 5 of the Government Code 
of the State of California) in the 
amount 
and 
for 
the 
purpose 
hereinafter set forth 
Section 2. The purpose tor which 
the bonds are proposed to be issued 
is the acquisition, construction and 
financing of sewage collection, 
treatment, 
disposal, 
and 
reclamation facilities 
Section 3. The estimated cost of 
the acquisition, construction and 
financing set forth in Section 2 
herein 
is 
$1,500.000. 
and 
the- 
principal amount of the bonds 
proposed to be issued is $1.500.000 
In determining the amount of bonds 
to be issued, this Citv Council has 
included all costs and expenses 
authorized by Section 54410 of the 
Government Code 
Section 4. The maximum rate of 
interest to be paid on the bonds 
shall not exceed the maximum rate 
permitted by law. to wit. seven per 
cent (7 per cent) per annum, 
payable annually or semiannually, 
the actual rate or rates of interest 
to be determined at or prior to the 
time of the sale or sales of the 
bonds 
Section 5. If the proposition for 
the issuance of the bonds so 
submitted receives the votes of a 
majority of all of the voters voting 
on the proposition, sewer revenue

Supporting 
M cGovern’s 
anti- 
Vietnam war stand they believe he 
must moderate his more radical 
economic proposals if he is to get 
any appreciable shares of the votes 
of middle America. 
The presence of Sargent Shriver 
on the ticket is a plus but, as the 
Louis Harris polls the McGovern 
camp had taken just before the 
Miami Beach convention showed, 
any No. 2 other than Sen. Edward 
Kennedy would make only a point or 
a point and a half difference. As a 
long-time 
friend 
and 
ally 
of 
Chicago’s Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
Shriver should help substantially in 
Illinois. And Illinois is one of the 
states the Democrats must carry if 
they are to have a chance to win in 
November. 
While as a Kennedy in-law some

All this is the old politics, and is as 
dead, if you believe the young 
militants who put McGovern over in 
the primaries, as Tammany Hall. 
Yet even their crusading spirits 
have been dampened by the backing 
and filling over the vice-presidency. 
The task they face looms ahead with 
the vastness of a grand canyon to fill 
up by November?.

They 
are at it again 14-16 hours a day and 
if only they could stretch the weeks 
and months out a bit they might 
make it.

They come high 


Back in 1966 you could buy steak 
for $1.20 a pound. A secretary would 
work for $450 a month. The Sunday 
newspaper cost 35 cents. And you 
could purchase a reasonably good 
suit of clothes for $125. 
And, 
it 
so 
h a p p e n s , 
that 
Californians 
could 
purchase 
a 
State 
Legislator - all 120 
s e n a t o r s 
and 
assemblymen — for 
a mere $12 million 
and change. 
The 
complete 
budget for opera­ 
tion of the legisla­ 
ture, back in 1966, 
salaries, expenses, 
secretaries, 
aides, 
pencils, 
gasoline, 
district offices — 
the whole ball of 
w ax 
c a m e 
to 
$12,086,980. 
That’s 
an 
a v er a ge 
of 
$100,724.83 per man. 
Also in 1966, lawmakers believed 
and “ sold” the voters on passage ol 


Proposition lA for the improvement 
of working conditions in the State 
Capitol. 
Now everybody knows that costs 
have gone up since 1966. Steak is 
now 1.59 a pound. A good secretary 
costs $600 a month. Some Sunday 
newspapers cost 50 cents. The $125 
ready-made suit is priced at $150. 
Cost of living is up roughly 35 per 
cent. 
But this doesn’t hold true for the 
cost of the State Legislature. 
L a w m a k e r s 
are 
spending 
$34,996,566 in fiscal 1972-73. Total 
cost of the legislature amounts to 
$291,638.05 per man — a hike over 
seven years of nearly 200 per cent! 
Where can the blame be placed? 


We remember a fellow named 
Jess Unruh. He was the prime 
mover behind “ professionalization” 
of lawmaking when he ruled the 
legislature as Assembly Speaker. It 
was Unruh who ramrodded the 
“ full-time 
legislature” 
concept 
which 
tripled 
staff 
size, 
paid 
fabulous salaries and took credit for 
making California’s legislature the 


model for the other states. 
And 
promotion 
continues 
for 
further “ professionalization” of the 
Legislature. Would you believe that 
some Legislatures are promoting a 
legislator for every 50,000 persons? 
Wonder what that will cost. And a 
measure will be on the ballot in 
November to make the Legislature 
a two-year working body rather than 
a one-year working body. Wonder 
what that will cost.

Scott on bike paths 


As U.S. Senators Kennedy ID- 
Mass) 
and 
Weicker 
(R-Conn) 
challenge the Federal Highway Act 
and attempt to dislodge highway 
trust funds for mass transit and 
other 
transportation 
uses, 
California’s Senator Alan Cranston 
continues to push a measure he 
introduced a year ago which would 
shunt $10 million annually into 
bikepath construction across the 
country. 
A reply by then 
Mayor Art Scott to 
a 
s t a t e w i d e 
Cranston question­ 
n a i r e 
on 
the 
possible role of the 
federal government 
in 
local 
bicycle- 
oriented 
projects 
sheds some light on 
th e 
V a l l e y ’ s 
bikeway 
situation 
and contrasts local 
with 
r e g i o n a l 
motivation. 
Cranston issued the questionnaire to 
every county and most California 
cities 
last 
year 
to 
obtain 
a 
background 
from 
which 
to 
recommend federal policy. One 
thing 
the 
forthcoming 
response 
from this area suggests is that the 
smaller governing units are more 
motivated toward bikeway trans­ 
portation and recreational systems 
here than regional units. 
According 
to 
Washington 
Cranston aide Ann Wray, the Santa 
B a r b a r a 
County 
Planning 
Department never responded to the 
Senators request for bike path 
information. 
But Lompoc did, and in his 
assessment of the local desire and 
possibilities 
for bikepaths, 
then 
Mayor and now City Councilman Art 
Scott detailed an incisive picture of 
the present situation and threw in 
some exciting future possibilities. 
Scott outlined that neither the city 
nor 
the county 
presently have 
bikeway 
transportation 
and 
recreation 
system s 
with 
the 
exception of the recently completed 
isolated Goleta Valley path system. 
Cranston next asked what would 
be the anticipated cost for the 
development of either 
type of 
system (bike transportation or bike- 


recreation) in Lompw, and Scott 
replied that this is difficult to say 
since there is no plan, though if the 
Santa Ynez River bottom park 
comes into fruition, a bike trail 
could be developed on city land 
without acquiring any right of way. 
Lack of rights of way has been a 
frequent 
bugbear 
to 
bike 
path 
development, locally, for example, 
precluding development of a path 
parallel to the Lompoc-Casmalia 
road 
between 
the 
Village 
and 
Kenneth L. Adam Park. 
Scott outlined that city costs 
would be for signing, striping and 
some paving in the alleys, if some of 
the alleys were used for the trails. 
To a question on local interest in 
either 
type 
of 
system 
Scott 
answered, “ It is my opinion that 
there is a need and that the creation 
of such a system would be welcomed 
by the community,” though he 
amended that, “ Because of its low 
pri ority 
level, 
a 
bicycle 
transportation system would take 
more time than other projects to 


develop.” 
Asked about federal assistance, 
the Mayor replied in support of the 
efforts elsewhere to liberate some 
gas tax monies from the self- 
perpetuating 
cycle 
of 
highway 
construction and and divert them 
into other transportation. 


“ Federal financial assistance (for 
bike recreation and transportation 
systems in Lompoc) would be a 
n e c e s s i t y , ” 
he 
answe red , 
“ assistance could be derived through 
fixed funds attached to the gas tax 
and proportionately distributed to 
the cities along 
with 
financial 
assistance. They could return old 
highways to the county for use as 
scenic bicycle paths. 


“ It is my feeling,” concluded 
Scott’s communication to Senator 
Cranston, 
‘‘ that 
a 
bicycle 
transportation system in this area 
would be a worthwhile project for 
our community. A great deal of 
interest has already been shown for 
such a plan.”
